State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Woodstock in the 
County of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Woodstock on Tuesday, the tenth day of ‘March next, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. | 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


3. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
hire such sums of money as may be necessary to pay town 


debts. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
support of highways and bridges over and above permanent 
improvements. 


5. To see what action the town will take relative to 
building a school house, and raise or appropriate money for 
same. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
support of schools, in addition to what the law requires. 

7. To see what sum the town will raise for Memorial 
day. 

8. To see if the town will vote to set apart all tle 
money received from the sale of cemetery lots as a perma- 
nent fund, the interest or income to be used to maintain and 
improve the town cemetery. 


9. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for care of cemetery for ensuing year. 


10. To see if the town will vote to co-operate with the 
towns of Campton, Thornton and Lincoln for the purpose of 
encouraging the preparation of a history of the Pemigewas- 
set Valley comprising the towns of Thornton, Campton, 
Lincoln and Woodstock. 


11. To see if the town will vote to accept for a lobby 
the Osceola building and land at Woodstock, and make ap- 


propriation for the same. 


12. To see if the town will vote to construct a water 
system at Woodstock, beginning at or near Elbow Pond 
brook, so called, to a point at or near the covered bridge, 
and make appropriation for the same. 

13. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
make such needed repairs to bridges as they deem necessary, 
and make appropriation for the same. 

14. To see if the town will grant the right to the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad to extend water pipe to the engine 
house at North Woadstock. 

15. To see if the town will vote to maintain a regular 
Police Officer, and make appropriation for the same. 

16. To see if the town will vote to exempt from tax- 
ation an Opera Block at North Woodstock. 

17. To see if the town will amend certain articles of 
by-laws of Water System at North Woodstock. 

18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
